Blinding: Flash Causes Runaway. 
Stunned by the only flash of lightning 


which occurred during a briot rain storm 
south- west of Gettysburg on Monday ev- 
ening Jack Wenschhof, of Freedom town- 
ship, partially lost consciousness and when 
he recovered found his four horeo team in 
a panic, the two lead horses running away 
and dragging with them tho other two 
horses both of which had been thro.vn 
over. 
Both Mr. Wenschhof and Ernest 


Plank, who was with him, returning from 
Gettysburg, wore thrown from the wagon 
in the runaway which followed, but 
neither was hurt. Tho electricity had 
struck in tho fence not 30 feet from the 
team. The team was stopped uuw run- 
ning several hundred yards. None of tho 
horeos were seriously injured. 


Paul Allison Murdered 


At Omaha, Nebraska. 


That Paul W. Allibon, formerly of Get- 


tysburg, was inyHteriously murdered and 
that although a number of theories of the 
'•mim-nce }i:ivo bcr.i: advanced by Oma- 
ha, (Neb.) papers and prominent detec- 
tives of tiiat city, none were correct, wan 
learned from a reliable source following 
the arrival of the body in GcttyHburg on 
Friday afternoon 
The mere fact that he 


was cruelly murdered seems to be about 
all the evidence there is connected with 
the deed 
The murder was perpetrated 


on Sunday morning at about 5 o'clock. 
Allison was working night tiick as switch- 
man in the yards of the Burlington Rout*-, 
with which road he had been employed 
for nearly three years. He, with another 
v.01 Lilian, Henderson by name, were at- 
tacked, the latter escaping with danger- 
ous injuries, while Allison was mortally 
wounded. From the story told by Hen- 
derson, the murderer or murderers sprang 
from behind a refrigerator car, but little 
more than this was ascertained from the 
story Henderson gave. 


After his antagonists had fled, Allison, 


who was horribly mutilated, withasharp 
instrument, walked about a block and col- 
lapsed, unconscious}, in which condition 
he was picked up by a police ambulance 
and hurried towards a hospital, but died 
while on the way to the institution. His 
throat was cut, the jugular vein being eev 
ered. On hie body was a long gash, be" 
ginning near the backbone and extending 
around his left side, coming within an 
inch or two of the heart. Another small- 
er gash ran parallel to this one. 


Surviving him are his wife and two 


children, his father, Herbert Allison, of 
Gettysburg; and the following brothers 
and sisters:—Edgar Allison, of Apollo;

Goldie Elder, McKeesport. Mrs. 


Eugene Shriver, Maude Allison and Wil- 
liam Allison, all of Gettysburg.

Serious Cutting Affray. 


A murderous assault was committed on 


Friday nightat "notorious Five Points," 
in Hanover. 
About 10 p. m., Edward 


Wilt, who lives on East Middle street, 
Hanover, and William Barwager, who 
makes his home at the hotel, got into an 
argument, both being under the influence 
of liquor. The argument grew heated 
and- arms and hands were brought into 
play. Barwager, who is a small man, 
while Wilt is large of stature, drew out a 
small pocket knife and used it to protect 
himself from Wilt 
In the melee Wilt 


was slashed on the left forearm, under the 
arm, across his left hip and stabbed in the 
left breast before Barwager could be stop- 
ped. The wounded man was taken to the 
office of Dr. T. H. Wortz, who used 82 
stitches to close the various wounds. 
Wilt was employed by Contractor Wolf 
on the work of placing the curb on York 
street. It was stated that Barwager, alter 
the scrap, went to bed; seeming little wor- 
ried over the affair. 


Find JOOOth 'Unknown' Hero. 
The Battlefield of Gettysburg on Thurs- 


day afternoon yielded up another mute re- 
minder of the struggle there, a half cen- 
tury ago, when workmen along the line of 
the Western Maryland Railroad discovered 
the full skeleton of a man buried under 
less than a foot of earth at the aide of the 
famous "Railroad Cat" west of Gettys- 
burg. It is the 1000th "Unknown" hero 
to be found on the Battlefield. The bones 
were all found, and were fairly well pre 
served. Two teeth were missing. 
The 


heels of the shoes were intact and eacli 
had a heel plate of the horseshoe shape 
that was commonly uaed during the war 
period. 
Five regulation U S. buttons of 


the "Eagle" type, and three iron bullets 
were found with the bones 
The buttons 


fix the identity of the skeleton as being 
that of a Union soldier. It was turned 
over to Acting Superintendent Koch, of 
the National Cemetery.

self and my ancestors to preserve the 
peace of the world and to advance 
by peaceful means our vigorous devel- 
opment. 


"Our adversaries, however, are Jeal- 


ous of the success of our work and 
there has been latent hostility to the 
east and to the west and beyond the 
seas. This has been borne by us till 
now,, as we we're aware of our respon- 
sibility and our power. 


"Now, however, these adversaries 


wish to humiliate us, asking that we 
should look on with folded arms and 
watch our enemies preparing them- 
selves for the coming attack. 


"They will not suffer that we main- 


tain our resolute fidelity to our ally 
who is fighting for her position as a 
great power and with whose humilia- 
tion our power and honor would 
equally be lost. 


"So the sword must decide. 
"In the midst of perfect peace the 


enemy surprises us. 
Therefore

arms! 


"Any 
dallying 
and 
temporizing 


would be to betray the Fatherland. 


"To be or not to be, Is the question 


for the empire 
which our fathers 


founded. To be or not to be, is the 
question for German power and Ger- 
man existence. 


"We shall resist to the last breath 


of man and horse and we shall fight 
out the struggle even against a world 
of enemies. 


"Never has Germany been subdued 


when she was united. 


"Forward with God who will be with 


us as he was with our ancestors."

Algal Lange le Civilising Them an# 
They 
Have 
Hoisted 
the 
Ameriean Flag. 


A tribe of Indian caanihala, Inhabit* 
tag the Junglea along the Upper Moju 
river, in Brasil, haa been colonised by 
Atgot Lange, the explorer and author, 
who fcaya they are learning to apeak 
tho English language rather than Bra* 
ailian, and that they have run tho 
8tara and Strlpea up over the talleat 
hut In their village. 
Mr. Lahge hag 
made two expeditions covering two 
years among the Indiana of the Upper 
Moju river and the Amason wild«. In 
hla last letter from Para, Brasil» he 
writes: 


“I have Just returned from a abort 
trip up the Moju river, where I left 
my men In charge of a piece of land 
I bought from the state. 
The tract 
contains aome splendid hardwoods and 
It la inhabited by a tribe of Indians 
with which I have established friendly 
relations. I received news some weeks 
ago that these savages were heading 
down stream in search of men, whon^ 
they call Kareo Katoo, and were mix^ 
lng themselves up in a lot of trouble 
with the Brasilians. 
8tralghtway I 
fitted out my expedition and went in 
a launch back to their territory. 
I 
left my old and tried companions with 
them, and they are establishing plan­ 
tations. Above the colony's main build­ 
ing the Stars and Stripes are now 
fiylng* Eventually the Indians will be 
taught to speak English, as they are 
unacquainted with the Brasilian lan« 
guage. We expect somo day to make 
the cannibal colony the foundation of a 
growing town of industrial activity.“

writes that he has acquired a very 
thick but powerful boa constrictor, 
which Is now playing in his back yard 
at Para. He also shot a female tiger» 
and saved a little cub, which he haa 
named “Tammany,“ and which he In­ 
tends to bring to New York to see the 
“wide world.“ 


The truth about Brazil, according to 
Mr. Lange, is not revealed in the flat* 
terlng statements of travelers return^ 
ing from that country. He says: 


“It Is all due to these flattering* 
relied statements that the country is 
facing such great crises and continual­ 
ly Is on the verge of internal disrup­ 
tion. 
They cause false Impressions 
among foreign capitalists, who finally 
j 
refuse to help Brazil any more. 
The 
result is underpaid officials and gen­ 
eral misunderstanding and confusion. 
The department of agriculture and 
commerce is giving up completely 
everything. 
The Indian affairs are 
dissolving, and all sorts of massacres 
are allowed. 
There Is no doubt but 
there 
will 
be another ‘Putumayo9 
scandal.“

Almost all smart 
blouses for the summer have waist- 
coat fronts and gladstone collars. The 
all-white designs continue as drooping 
as thoss of chiffon have been, and 
whether made of batiste, handker- 
chief linen, voile, marquisette or Per- 
sian lawn, whether simply trimmed 
with tucks or elaborately inserted 
with lace, they are all adapted to the 
new figure acquired by the low-busted 
corsets. 


Crepe is one of the most popular 


and practical materials for midsum- 
mer blouses, for the reason that it 
gives the soft, sheer appearance of 
chiffon and yet launders beautifully 
and wears well, and the range of col- 
ors in which the material may be 
brought is-very large. 


Sheer 
colored 
linen waists are 


made in tailored style. When white 
is used the collars, cuffs and fronts 
are touched up with colored linen 
bands. 


Lace waists are combined with

To Make a Dress Form. 


There is no doubt that the fitting of 


one's own clothes is a trying process 
Dress forms that may be adjusted to 
one's measurements are important in 
successful dressmaking. An excellent 
waist form may be made at home with 
slight trouble. To make, cut a fitted 
bodice foundation lining, including the 
sleeves, out of a heavy unbleached 
muslin or drilling; baste and fit it 
perfectly to your figure. Sew It se- 
curely with machine stitching. Try 
on the lining and mark with pins or 
chalk the normal waist line, and after 
removing the waist make a perma- 
nent mark with rows of machine 
stitching, or sew on n tape. 
Now 


placo the waist foundation on an or- 
dinary paper-mache bust form at least | 
two sizes smaller than your size. Fill 
out the space betwocn the form and 
lining with wadding or old scraps of 
material, as required to make a firm 
foundation form for fitting. The sleeve 
may be stuffed to within a few Inches 
of the lower edge, and the opening 
then may be sewed together.

Mr. Akeley came upon a herd ill a 
clearing, rounded up in close forma- 
tion, conscious of the presence of an 
unseen enemy. "There were about 
twenty-five elephants, mostly cows, 
and just as I was on the point of back- 
ing off to a safer distance, thinking 
there were no big bulls In the lot, a 
fine pair of tusks appeared on the 
near side," he says. 
"A clump of 


bushes offered cover for a near ap- 
proach, and I went in quickly to with- 
in twenty yards of him, and as his 
front leg was thruet forward offering 
a good opportunity for a heart shot, I 
fired both barrels of the double rifle, 
in quick succession. 


"All was commotion as I seized my 


second rifle and, seeing there was no 
direct charge, retreated some fifty 
yards to the top of an ant hill, from, 
which I could see what was going on.

were clustered about the bull, for he 
had fallen 30 yards from where he 
was shot, and with their tusks and 
trunks were doing their best to get 
him upon his feet; the rest of the 
cows were doing patrol duty, rushing 
about in an increasing circle, search-, 
ing for the source of the trouble. That} 
meant me, so I retired to a safe dis- 
tance and waited for the atmosphere, 
to clear. This bull stood 11 feet 4 
inches high at the shoulders, and the, 
tusks weighed 95 to 110 pounds re- 
spectively, while the circumference ofj 
the front foot at the sole was 67% 
inches, the largest recorded, I believe. 


"It is generally understood that 


large bull elephants are more frequent- 
ly to be found apart from the herds, 
but our experience doee not bear this 
out. Three bulls that we have shot, 
having tusks each weighing over one 
hundred pounds, have been herd bulls. 
We have found the large old bulls en- 
Joying the society and protection of 
large herds of cows and young ani- 
mals. One splendid old bull well 
known in Uganda, who has been seen 
by many hunters, Is eo well protected 
by a large herd of most aggressive 
cows, who charge at the slightest.in- 
timation of danger, that he still sur- 
vives. These old bulls are very rare, 
for when one has developed tusks of 
&0 pounds he becomes the target for 
every hunter, native or white, who 
eets eyes upon him; thus it is only'the 
more crafty or timid individual* that, 
seeking the protection of large herds 
or clinging to the more inaccessible 
regions, such as dense forests, manage 
to survive to a ripe old age and de' 
velop a fuJl growth of ivory. 


"At another time, I was watching a 


herd from an ant hill, when from the 
cows there was a low, ominous rumble 
like distant thunder, which was plain 
talk and meant trouble. 
A hasty 


glance around convinced us that there 
was but one thing to do, to stand and 
meet the charge from the elevation 
v/here we were and from which we 
could see. 
If we tried to escape to 


one Bide or to the forest we could not 
see them over the high grass before1 
they were upon us. They charged to^ 
ward us, came half way and stopped 
They had lost the wind, but immedi- 
ately caught it again, and roaring and1 
screaming with redoubled energy came 
into view over a slight rise. It was a 
disconcerting spectacle. 
Their great 


ears at full spread, trunks thrashing1 


•wildly, a roaring, screaming mass, 40 
tons of frantic female elephant ven- 
geance. I remember that I felt home- 
sick. A rifle shot stopped the leader, 
but, encouraged by the others, she 
came on, only to be knocked down by 
the second shot The others crowded 
about her, sniffed and—bolted. 
The 


old cow slowly regained her feet and 
etaggered away', while we in deep 
gratitude returned to camp." 


Camphor Dispels Dampness. 


Blocks of camphor dispersed in all 


corners of damp rooms in a new houso 
will effectively banish dampness In n 
short time, even when fires have 
proved ineffectual. 
They should be 


simply laid on paper, or on the harr 
shelves of n damp room or linen closet 
The, blocks gradually decrease In size, 
and when they finally disappear should 
bo replaced until their purpose Is 
served.

Crepe is one of the most popular 
and practical materials for midsum­ 
mer blouses, for the reason that it 
gives the soft, sheer appearance of 
chiffon and yet launders beautifully 
and wears well, and the range of col 
ors In which the material may be 
brought is'very large. 


Sheer 
colored 
linen 
waists 
are 
made in tailored style. 
When white 
Is used the collars, cuffs and fronts 
are touched up with colored linen 
bands. 


Lace waists are combined with 
crepe de chine, taffeta or fancy rib< 
bon, or other material which will 
give a touch of color. They are also 
made up over a colored chiffon or net 
lining, particularly in yellow, flesh, ab­ 
sinthe and wisteiia. 


Long sleeves and short sleeves all 
have their place. The long sleeve has 
the special advantage, now that worn 
en are all slender, of covering up any 
scragginess at the elbow, and is the 
favorite sleeve for waists and dresses 
that are worn out of doors, but as a 
rule is not the favorite for gowns to 
be worn hidoors. 
Here are worn el­ 
bow sleeves, three-quarter sleeves and 
those that are neither the one nor the 
other. 
In regard to width, there Is 
not much variety, as all sleeves, what- 
over their type or length may be, 
should cling to the arm. 


To Maks a Drsss Form. 


There is no doubt that the fitting of 
one's own clothes Is a trying process 
Dress forms that may be adjusted to 
one's measurements are Important In 
successful dressmaking. An excellent 
waist form may be mado at home with 
slight trouble. To make, cut a fitted 
bodice foundation lining, Including the 
sleeves, out of a heavy unbleached 
muslin or drilling; baste and fit It 
perfectly to your figure. 
Sew It ae- 
curely with machine stitching. 
Try 
on the lining and mark with pins or 
chalk the normal waist line, and after 
removing the waist make a perma­ 
nent mark with rows of machine 
stitching, or sew on a tape. 
Now 
pluco the waist foundation on an or 
dlnary paper-mache bust form at least 
two sizes smaller than your size. Mil 
out the space between the form and 
lining with wadding or old scraps of 
material, as required to make a firm 
foundation form for fitting. The slsevu 
may be stuffed to within a few inclieB 
of the lower edge, and the opening 
then may bo sewed together.

“There were about 
twenty-five elephants, mostly cows» 
and just as I was on the point of back­ 
ing off to a safer distance» thinking 
there were no big bulls In the lot» a 
fine pair of tuaks appeared on the 
near side»“ hd says. 
“A clump of 
bushes offered cover for a near ap­ 
proach, and I went in quickly to with­ 
in twenty yards of him, and as his 
front leg was thruet forward offering 
a good opportunity for a heart shot, I 
fired both barrels of the double rifle, 
in quick succession« 


"AH was commotion as I seized my 
second rifle and» seeing there was na 
direct charge» retreated some fifty 
yards to the top of an ant hill, from, 
which I could see what was going on. 
I then witnessed a scene such as I had. 
heard described and which I had been 
keen to verify. 
A number of cows 
were clustered about the bull, for he 
had fallen 30 yards from where he 
was shot, and with their tusks and 
trunks were doing their best to get 
him upon his feet; the rest of the 
cows were doing patrol duty, rushing- 
about in an increasing circle, search-} 
ing for the source of the trouble. That} 
meant me, so 1 retired to a safe dls-> 
tance and waited for the atmosphere, 
to clepr. 
This bull stood 11 feet 4 
inches high at the shoulders, and the 
tusks weighed 95 to 110 pounds re-, 
spectlvely, while the circumference ofj 
the front foot at the sole was 67^ 
inches, the largest recorded, I believe. 


“It Is generally understood that 
large bull elephants are more frequent 
ly to be found apart from the herds, 
but our experience doee not bear this 
out. 
Three bulls that we have shot,, 
having tusks each weighing over one 
hundred pounds» have been herd bulls. 
We have found the large *old bulls en 
Joying the society and protection of 
large herds of cows and young ani 
mals. One splendid old bull well 
known in Uganda, who has been seen 
by many hunters, is eo well protected 
by a large herd of most aggressive 
cows, who charge at the slightest in­ 
timation of danger, that he still sur­ 
vives. These old bulls are very rare, 
for when one has developed tusks of 
50 pounds he becomes the target for 
every hunter, native or white, who 
sets eyes upon him; thus it is only'the 
more crafty or timid individual» that, 
seeking the protection of large herds 
or clinging to the more inaccessible 
regions, such as dense forests, manage 
to survive to a ripe old age and de* 
velop a fuH growth of ivory. 


MAt another time, I was watching a 
herd from an ant hill, when from the 
cows there was a low, ominous rumble 
like distant thunder, which was plain 
talk and meant trouble. 
A hasty 
glance around convinced us that there 
was but one thing to do, to stand and 
meet the charge from the elevation 
where we were and from which we 
could see. 
If we tried to escape to 
one side or to the forest we could not 
see them over the high grass before 
they were upon us. They charged to* 
ward us, came half way and stopped 
They had lost the wind, but immedi­ 
ately caught it again, and roaring and 
screaming with redoubled energy came 
Into view over a slight rise. It was a 
disconcerting spectacle. 
Their great 
ears at full spread, trunks thrashing 
wildly, a roaring, screaming mass, 40 
tons of frantic female elephant ven* 
glance. I remember that I felt home­ 
sick. A rifle shot stopped the leader, 
but» encouraged by the others» she 
came on, only to be knocked down by 
the second shot. The others crowded 
about her, sniffed and—bolted. 
The 
old cow slowly regained her feet and 
staggered away'» while we in deep 
gratitude returned to camp.“

Orrtanna Scene of Big Blaze. 


Fire awe-pi the village* of Orrtanna, be- 


yond Gottynburg, Sato on Thursday night, 
leaving in it* path the euionldoring ruins 
of a creamery, hlackaiuith shop, automo- 
bile- olii'.d, fertilizer warehouse and barrel 
factory. The total low will reach $10,000. 
George Herring, of Fairfteld, who re 


dcd to the call for heip, received a 


broken arm while fighting the (stubborn 
blaze. The fire utarted in the barrel fac- 
tory near the Western Maryland railroad 
Htutiou, operated by 8. M Banuigardner 
& Son, about 10:30 o'clock. It had gain- 
ed alarming headway before it was dis- 
covered. The barrel factory was soon 
swept to the ground and the blaze spread 
to the creamery on the East eide, owned 
by Harry SUrner and wiped it out 
Tbe 


blacksmith shop on the West hide, owned 
by Grant Funt, caught fire about the same 
time and it, too, was soon burned to the 
ground. In the meantime a email auto- 
mobile shed owned and need by A. H. 
Kready was burned. A building owned 
by A H. Kready A Son, situated between 
the barrel factory and the railroad, occu- 
pied by Nicholas Biesecker as a fertilizer 
warehouse, was also consumed. There 
were a number of other buildings and 
d wellinge near tbe scene of tbe fire and 
it waa only due to the gallant work of the 
Orrtanna residents, and others from near- 
by who assisted in the fight, that tbe blaze 
was confined to the area it was. 


.Vr. Herring was injured when a ladder 


fell from the side of one of the burning 
structures and struck him. His right arm 
was broken between the wlist and elbow. 


The origin of the blaze is a mystery. It 


is believed to have been caused by an ov- 
erheated boiler. The barrel factory was 
stocked to capacity in preparation for the 
apple season, containing about five car 
loads of barrels. None of tbe contents 
were saved. In addition to the factory, 
Mr. Baumgardner lost a threshing ma- 
chine and equipment, a clover hullerand 
a hay packer, which were in a shed ad' 
jcining the factory, He is probably the 
heaviest loser, estimating hie loss at more 
than $4000. He carried some insurance 
in the Mnminasburg Mutual Company.

"If there la one 
thing in. the v.orltl LLuL will uiuko a 
man peculiarly and insufferably self- 
conceited," he wrote, "it is to have his 
stomach behave Itself the first day at 
sea, when nearly all hla comrades are. 
seasick. . . . I knew what was the 
matter with them. They were seasick. 
And I wae glad of it. We all like to 
see people seasick when we are not 
ourselves. Playing whist by the cabin 
lamps when It is storming outside ia 
pleasant, walking the quarter deck in 
the moonlight is pleasant, smoking in 
the foretop is pleasant, when one is 
not afraid to go up there; but these 
are all feeble and commonplace com- 
pared with the Joy of seeing people 
suffering the miseries of seasickness." 


Two problems with regard to sea- 


sickness have never been solved; what 
causes it and what cures It. The shlp'0 
surgeon of a giant liner says, accord* 
ing to the Shamrock and the Irish 
Emerald: 


"Its peculiarity is that it Is not 


amenable to any one line of treatment 
or to any drug. What helps one may 
be of no use whatever to another. 
Many of the so-called remedies are 
worse than the original complaint, 


"Why not be stoical about it? The 


fact remains that, after a epell of sea- 
sickness, unless too severe, one feels 
much the better for it" 


Bismuth and soda, tincture of iodine, 


chloral, veranol, stay in bed, don't stay 
in bed, flannel bandages, chewing 
cloves to keep the stomach warm, 
whisky and soda, blue glasses—the list 
of alleged remedies hae no ending. 
Alas! they are for the most part but 
snares and delusions. But some meas* 
ures may be taken that will make your 
misery short-lived. 
Keep quiet the 


night before you sail. Pick the largest 
boat possible, but one that has little 
vibration. Get your cabin fairly well 
amidships. Apply for a deck chair 
early and have it put amidships. 


Avoid the habit of lying in your 


chair and watching to see how far for- 
ward the horizon line is going to run 
along the rail of the next pitch. Keep 
out on deck as much as possible. If 
you get to feel poignantly miserable 
and conclude that you would feel bet- 
ter if--you could only have it over with 
—usually a wise conclusion—get uj> 
suddenly and poke your head in£o the 
smoking room or take a look over the 
rail, or walk away out on the stern.

Photographs the Liver. 


Doctor Rautenberg, a specialist, has 


informed the Berlin Medical society 
that he has devised a successful meth- 
od of photographing the liver and 
spleen by means of the Roentgen rays. 


He accomplished it by so-called con- 


trast pictures, which bring the organs 
named Into clear relief. They enable 
a comparison of healthy and disor- 
dered manifestations and detect truth* 
fully the presence of growth, config- 
urations, and functional abnormalities.

German forces are in possession of 


Liege, and, according to advices, only 


p of the forts-remain standing, and 


will be abandoned. 


Latest advices direct from Brussels, 


however, persist in the assertion that 
all the forts are holding out. 


Amsterdam received a report that 


100,000 Germans and 120,000 Belgians 
and, French r/ere engaged in battle to 
the south of Liege. 


French and German 
forces 
are 


fighting in Alsace-Lorraine, but the 
great losses at first reported are de- 
nied. Apparently the opposing forces 
are concentrating for battle, and the 
French military experts expect a bat- 
tle of some magnitude to be fought at 
Breisach. 


Meantime French and British forces 


are forming junction with the Bel- 
. gianB between Liege and Brussels, and 
another big battle is expected in the 
vicinity of Xamur or Huy. 


Officially it is asserted in Brussels 


that none of the torts at Liege has 
fallen and that none has been dam- 
aged. It is reported that there has 
been no fighting for two days and that 
the Germans apparently are short of 
both food and ammunition. No battle 
of importance is expected in Brussels 
till the allies take the offensive. 


Sharp 
cavalry 
engagements 
be- 


tween the Germans and the French 
south of the Meuse river are reported 
to have resulted in advantage to the 
French. That part of Belgium is re- 
ported to be fairly well cleared of 
Germans. 


The French also met the Germans 


in Belgium along the river Ourthe, 
east of Neuchat. The German squad- 
ron, it is reported, fell back to Ton- 
gres. 


The fighting in Alsace-Lorraine ap- 


parently has been severe, but no en- 
gagement of major importance has yet 
been fought. The French have occu- 
pied Altkirch, Muehlhausen and Col- 
mar. It is officially announced in Paris 
that the French losses at Altkirch 
•were only 100. Earlier unofficial ad- 
vices had been that the casualties on 
both sides numbered thousands. 
: Indications are that another forward 
movement of the main French force 
Is in preparation near Metz, as official 
reports from Paris say the German 
troops have inundated the Seille val- 
ley between Metz and Nancy to hin- 
der the French advance. A German re- 
connoitering patrol penetrated forty- 
six miles into French territory from, 
Luxemburg.

at the White JJouse in Washington 
Thursday afternoon. 


The end came after two serious 


The president and his 
three daughters and Francis Bowes 
Sayre, a son-in-law, were at the bed 
side at the end. 


The news was announced by the 


secretary to the' president, Mr. Tu 
multy. He stated: "Gentlemen: Mrs 
Wilson died at five o'clock this after- 
noon." 


A minute later Mr. Tumulty said: 


"The president is heartbroken." 


Months of constant illness, which 


began with a nervous breakdown, due 
to overwork, aggravated by a fall on 
the White House floor with an injury 
to her spine, and Bright's disease, had 
so weakened the patient and sapped 
her vitality that the White House phy- 
sicians reluctantly admitted that they 
had little hope and feared it was but 
a question of days and probably of 
hours. 


Funeral services, attended by the 


family and intimate friends, were held 
in the White House on Monday. A 
special train was then taken for Rome 
Ga., where interment was made.

Her maiden name was 
Ellen Louise Axson. She was 
the 


daughter of Rev. Edward and Mar 
garet Hoyt Axson. 
She came of a 


race of preachers, her paternal grand 
father being a distinguished clergy- 
man in Savannah, and her maternal 
grandfather, Re^. Nathan Hoyt, for 
many years pastor of the Presbyter 
Ian church in Athens, Ga. She was

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, wifo of the 
president of the United States, died 
at the White IJouse in Washington 
Thursday afternoon. 


The end came after two serious 
sinking spells. The president and hia 
three daughters and Francis Bowes 
Sayre, a son-in-law, were at the bed­ 
side at the end. 


The news was announced by the 
secretary to th e ’ president, Mr. Tu­ 
multy. He stated: “Gentlemen: Mrs. 
Wilson died at five o’clock this after­ 
noon.” 


A minute later Mr. Tumulty said: 
“The president is heartbroken.”

began with a nervous breakdown, due 
to overwork, aggravated by a fall on 
the White House floor with an injury 
to her spine, and Bright’s disease, had
